High school teachers study 
new ways fo teach religion

Catholic high school teachers from this 
diocese are spending this weekend ‘‘in 
school’’ studying how to teach religion. 

They are attending a workshop from Nov. 
29 through Dec. 1 at Marymount College, 
Orange, on the General Catechetical 
Directory issued by the Vatican in 1971. 


“I CONSIDER THIS workshop to be the 
most important effort the diocesan office 
has undertaken since I came to San Diego,”’ 
said Dr. H. Giles Schmid, diocesan 
superintendent of schools. 

The high school teachers attending will 
study the directory led by a team from the 
University of San Francisco who specialize 
in the development of a common un- 
derstanding of religious education ‘‘and the 
renewal in catechesis called for by the 
sacred congregation,” according to Dr. Sch- 
mid. 

“This year we will examine our collective 


understanding of our participation in the 
Church’s teaching mission,”’ he said. ‘‘In the 
last 20 or 30 years the Church has had some 
difficult times in religious education. 


“THE DECISION OF the Vatican Council 
not to revise the international catechism but 
rather issue a directory now seems to be a 
major historical event. And now the United 
States Catechetical Directory is in 
preparation,” he added. 


(An announcement from the United States - 


Catholic Conference in Washington, D. C., 
states that educational materials to be used 
in consultation in developing the planned 
National Catechetical Directory have been 
sent to 305 bishops, 158 diocesan coor- 
dinators, 28 national associations, 
publishers, graduate schools of religious 
education, major seminaries, state Catholic 
conferences and others throughout the 
United States. 

(It is described as ‘‘the broadest con- 
sultation ever attempted by the Catholic 
Church in this country.’’) 


Church-parish center will be

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41 years later, Bayside 
recalls first energy crisis

It was another time and another energy 
crisis when the Bayside Settlement House 
first opened its doors. 

That was 41 years ago and the nation was 
stuck in a depression. The cooking gas had 
been turned off in many San Diego homes 
and what food was available was served 
cold. ; 


WITH PEOPLE THEN more worried 
about cooking gas than gasoline shortages, 
the Bayside Social Center, as it was called, 
began preparing hot meals for middletown 
San Diego families. 

The program started in 1932 when 
Florence Fry, field secretary of the Con- 
fraternity of Christian Doctrine of the 
Catholic Welfare Bureau marshalled a 
group of citizens together. Their purpose: to 
establish ‘‘a social and educational center 
for the training of youth,” especially the 
youth of foreign born parents. 

The group began their work “‘. . . trusting 
that a better condition of things may be 
brought about in the social and political as 
well as in the moral and material welfare of 
all our people by the founding of this club.” 


THE SISTERS OF Social Service have 
since taken over the Bayside Settlement 
House, with main headquarters at 226 West 
Date St. And over the years, energy crises 
have been only a part of the problem they’ve 
faced. 

There have been the cultural crises for 
instance. New immigrants flocked to the 
center during the 30s, when citizenship

classes were offered, as well as programs in 
dressmaking, cooking, art, drama, and 
scouting. There was even a newsboys’ 
Harmonica Band. 

Under Sister Ignatia Rehm, the first 
director of the center, the program dealt 
with the issues of social welfare, housing, 
advocacy for the poor, while working in the 
multi-ethnic downtown area. 


BAYSIDE SETTLEMENT House has 
been promoting the general well-being of the 
neighborhood in direct services — material 
aid, pre-school, youth and adults groups and 
classes, counseling and referrals, com- 
modity distribution and cultural enrichment 
programs. 

But the sisters are also involved in the 
revenue sharing plans, housing develop- 
ment, plans for Center City San Diego, and 


‘other future-oriented social welfare 


projects. 

Besides providing social services in 
midtown, Old Town and Linda Vista, 
Bayside, under direction of Sister Jeanne 
Felion, administers In-Between, a youth 
counseling center, Cedar Community 
Center for the aging and a new group of 
agencies called Linda Vista United for 
Youth. 

AND WITH COOKING gas still at a 
premium, Bayside is going to celebrate its 
41st anniversary by offering yet another hot 
meal Sunday, Dec. 2. An Italian dinner will 
be offered, as well as baked goods, gifts and 
various booths, at the celebration at Our 
Lady of the Rosary church, State and Date 
Sts., San Diego, noon to 6 p.m. The dinner is 
$2 for adults, $1 for children under 12.

Not fond of cameras 


The most closely guarded person in the prison for 
women at Frontera, near Chino, was me — and my 
camera. Bishop Maher’s investitures of the four new 
monsignors took us to two prisons, St. Joseph’s 
cathedral and St. George’s church in Ontario. My 
freedom was more or less normal, until we got to the 
women’s prison, the only one in California for those 
convicted of a felony: 

A guard was detailed off to stay with me and my 
camera. I was reminded that you don’t photograph 
inmates so that they can be recognized. And the guard 
watched my every shot. 

It was probably a national record — two active 
prison chaplains invested as monsignors on the same 
day. And, it was also a record for a bishop to con- 
celebrate two Masses in two prisons within about 
three hours. z 


Like the movies 


There were scenes like those old movies in the 
chapel at the Institution for. Men at Chino and the 
women’s prison nearby. As the Bishop came in 
procession the choir in each case sang Ecce Sacerdos 
in Latin. But what choirs! They were inmates dressed 
in blue gowns and sashes and reminded me of those 
old movies where you saw the prison choir singing 
fervently, but slightly off key. These choirs both sang 
very well. 

Msgr. Michael Cooney, who has served the residents 
of the men’s prison for more than 25 years, must have 
heard it all — every story in the book, and some not 
recorded. It’s the kind of place where you have 
murderers for ‘‘altar boys”’ and think nothing of it. 

At the women’s prison a few miles away, Msgr. 
Timothy Lawlor was described to me by a guard — not 
a Catholic — as ‘‘a saint.’ I was struck by the obvious 
friendly rapport between guards and the women, who 
walked in and out of the auditorium-cum-chapel with 
more freedom than I. But, they didn’t have a camera. 
The mixed fashions and hair styles were intriguing, 
too. 

Msgr. Cooney said his red cassock reminded him of 
the Purple Heart — of the ‘“‘wounds and sorrows of the 
wonderful men I have worked with.”’ This from a 


- priest who landed with the American troops on D-Day 


in Normandy (‘“‘I was scared stiff”’) and later at Anzio. 


Visitors and rain 


It was a long and rainy Sunday, which started for 
the bishop at7 a.m. when we left San Diego, and ended 
around 11 p.m. in Ontario, after three investitures in 
two prisons and one church, rounded off by a dinner 
reception. This, after an investiture in San Diego the 
previous night. 

At the prisons, the relatives of inmates thronged the 
entrances and the visiting areas. Neatly set out at 
Chino are picnic-style tables and seats, used for 
visitors, while guards stroll up and down. Electronic 
check points, like those used by airlines for hand 
baggage, were in evidence. 

By-coincidence, both the monsignors in the prisons 
referred.at Mass to Pope John’s first act — to visit 
Rome’s famous ‘“‘Porta Coeli prison’? — the gate of 
heaven. Msgr. Lawlor told his congregation he had 
“found a home” in prison. “My ‘Porta Coeli’ is right 
here,’’ he added.

The “‘too little, too late’? measures announced by the 
President this week left out night sports. Surely a most 
effective way of conserving fuel — both gasoline and 


electric power — would be to ban the use of stadiums — 


after dark. If sports fans would feel starved, there 
must be miles of taped replays for them to watch at 
home on television. 

The ban on unnecessary outside lighting through the 
Christmas period might help to focus the attention of 
all on the real meaning of the feast — not on the ex- 
ternal, commercial exploitation of it. Candles in the 
home around a crib scene are more effective than 
garish lights on public buildings. 

Truth again seems to be at a premium in this crisis. 
Can we believe the oil companies, who apparently 
keep the only records, the government, or whom? 
Certainly, not all blame should be attached to the 
Arabian sheiks. Our problem was here before they 
made it worse. But for some reason nobody — 
Congress, the Administration, the oil companies — 
thought it serious enough to do anything until it hit us. 
How inept can we get? 


Don’t surprise us 


There’s a fairly strongly worded protest going from 
the U.S. bishops over the way in which Rome dropped 
the first confession-First Communion bombshell 
recently. In effect, the bishops — through a delegation 
—are telling the Vatican that the sudden appearance 
of the decree ‘‘out of the blue’’ was not good enough. 
Pope Paul will learn of their ‘“‘pastoral concern” over 
Rome’s lack of consultation. 

However, the assembled bishops agreed to imple- 
ment the directive in obedience to Rome’s decree, 
even though in some dioceses it means a reversal of 
recent practice.

That jealous God 


As women will, we were talking 
about . . . jealousy and its companion, 
envy, and how loth we are to admit to 
any suggestion that we may be 
culpable on either score. 

Jealousy is traditionally the villain of 
the piece — the green-eyed monster, 
the “ugliest fiend of hell,’ the 
cankerworm, the corroder of virtue 
and good intentions. We defend our- 
selves passionately against its ac- 
cusation. 


ODDLY ENOUGH, envy does not 
seem to rouse the same violence of 
reaction. Somehow it is easier’ to 
consider the possibility of envy, to find 
its connotation less threatening. Yet, 
by definition, envy is an ugly emotion. 

It implies a sense of chagrin or 
mortification at the sight of another’s 
good fortune or success, with some 
degree of hatred and a desire to possess 
equal advantages. 

In fact, what we normally refer to as 
jealousy might more properly be 
designated envy. That resentment of 
someone else’s beauty, or talent, or 
popularity, or achievement — that 
offshoot of self-pity, egotism or poor 
self image. 


JEALOUSY IS RELATED, on the 
other hand, to an exacting, exclusive 
devotion to another, intolerant of 
rivalry. Surely it must be in this sense 
that the word is attributed to God in the 
scriptures. 

Throughout the Old Testament, in 
Exodus, Deuteronomy and_ the 
prophets, the phrase recurs again and 
again. ‘‘The Lord is a jealous God.”’ 
Paul, in his second letter to the 
Corinthians, continues the attribution. 
“J am jealous with the jealousy of 
God.’’ 

Scripture scholars draw a distinction 
between the ‘‘jealousy”’ of a person at 
the prosperity or good fortune of 
another, and the jealousy which 
defends the possession or the 
reputation of another — or of oneself. 


ENVY ALWAYS IMPLIES conscious 
inferiority, Pliny says. It hates the 
excellence it cannot reach. It is the 
spoiled infant’ within who screams 
when attention or praise is diverted 
from itself.

But to be jealous with the jealousy of 
God carries an element of protection. It 
may work for or against a person. It is 
against someone arrogating to himself 
what rightfully belongs to another, and 
for the one deprived of what is right- 
fully his. 

It is the ‘‘jealous’’ God who prunes 
and refines and hones our spirit until 
we return to him the selfless, 
covenantal love which is rightfully his 
— which in fact, has its origin in him. 


IT IS THE “JEALOUS” God who 
recalls the nature of his loving union 
with his people and will not coun- 
tenance the substitution of other 
‘“‘sods.”’ “I am your God and you are 
my people.” 

It seems to me that we can find a 
vindication in this of the jealousy of 
husband and. wife. Not, of course, for 
the anger, bitterness and_ suspicion 


which usually accompanies it, but the - 


insistence upon fidelity to their 
covenantal union, the enduring 


_demand of mutual love. 


It is this kind of jealousy that coaxes 
us to the exercise of the qualities of 
integrity, faithfulness, self-discipline 
and — above all — charity. 


LET US BY ALL MEANS, relegate 
envy to a place among the negative 
emotions, with anger, hatred, malice 
and meanness. But perhaps we should 
look anew at the ogre, jealousy. 

Being jealous with the jealousy of 
God we may reform not only its age-old 
image, but ourselves as well.

I recently saw that a memorial Mass 
was celebrated for someone who had 
died and whose remains were disposed 
of through the cremation process of 
Telophase. Is this regularly permitted 
now? 


The Code of Canon Law states: “If a 
person has in any way ordered that his 
body be cremated, it is illicit to obey 
such orders ...’’ Bouscaren-Ellis 
comment that ‘“‘the Egyptians and the 
Jews buried their dead. Christians 
followed the practice for two very 
weighty reasons: because of their faith 
in the resurrection of the body, and out 
of respect for the body as a member of 
Christ ... Yet it (cremation) is not 
intrinsically wrong, and is therefore 
permitted in grave public necessity 


During the centuries the Church 
specifically forbade cremation because 
its proponents were denying the 
resurrection of the dead. Today, burial 
is still recommended. However, 


cremation can take place with the 
permission of the bishop. 


Question: 
Why do modern catechisms refer to the 
holy sacrifice of the Mass as a meal? 

The fascination of a great work of art 
is that there is always something new 
to ponder in it, something old to recall 
about it. So also the Mass: like a 
diamond in the sunlight, its total 
splendor cannot be comprehended in 
one moment. 

During the centuries, certain 
elements of the Mass have received 
special consideration. In the early 
Church the emphasis was _ on 
thanksgiving; later, attention was 
given to the notion of offering; and 
when incipient heresies challenged the 
unwritten beliefs of the Church it was 
necessary to bring theological 
precision to critical questions — in- 
cluding the concept of sacrifice in the 
Mass. — 

Especially as a result of the 
Protestant Revolt the Church felt it 


necessary to defend the sacrificial 

aspect of the Mass without, of course,#i |.@ 
denying that the Mass is a sacred meal, 

a thank-offering, an atonement for 

sins. 

The emphasis today on the Mass as a 
meal is not without precedents. First of 
all, Christ instituted his sacrifice in a 
meal context and said, ‘Do this in 
memory of me.”’ By the end of the 
second century, the Eucharist had 
become separated from a meal itself, 
but still remained in a meal context. 
This notion was not discarded, as we 
read in the Pange Lingua: <w 
On the night of that last supper 

Seated with his chosen band, 

He, the Paschal victim, eating, 

First fulfills the Law’s command; 
Then as food to all his brethren 

Gives himself with his own hand. 


Liturgical history demonstrates that 
each generation brings its own par- 
ticular insights to the Mass without 
negating the truth and validity of 
others.

Maude’s abortion — who paid for it? 


What induced Maude’s abortion? Or was it 
spontaneous? 

This timely question comes in an article in 
America magazine which uncovers the activities 
of the Population Institute. And the answer is 
that it all “points to the conclusion that the 
Maude abortion shows, like Maude’s abortion 
itself, were not spontaneous, but induced.” 


THE POPULATION INSTITUTE, established 
in 1969, sets out to (1) ‘‘change population at- 
titudes of .. . adults;” (2) “guide tomorrow’s 
society toward reduced childbearing by in- 
creasing the population information content of 
the news, entertainment and advertising 
media;” (8) “motivate leaders of the coming 
generation to further effort, by reaching them 
both in and out of the classroom.”’ 

The Institute is reported to be ‘‘under the 
auspices of the United Methodist Board of 
Church and Society’’ but with no formal or legal 
relationship, though its headquarters are in the 
United Methodist Building in Washington, D. C., 
a stone’s throw from the Capitol. 

What about Maude’s abortion: and the Com- 
munication Center of the Population Institute? 


ACCORDING TO America’s article, written by 
Robert B. Beusse, secretary for communications 


at the National Conference of Catholic Bishops, 
and Russell Shaw, associate secretary for 


communications, the institute’s Com- 
munications Center sponsored luncheons for top 


executives for the three major TV networks and 
other TV executives with a notable population 
person speaking at each. 

But its activities do not stop there. Contests, 
with cash prizes, encourage television writers 
and producers to create their kind of program. 
The current lists of cash awards from the in- 
stitute for script writers includes $10,000 for ‘‘the 
best prime time entertainment program of 60 
minutes or longer,’’ $5,000 for the ‘‘best half-hour 
prime-time entertainment program”’ and $5,000 
for the “‘best daytime serial episode or series of 
episodes.” Another prize offers $10,000 to 
producers of ‘‘evening entertainment television 
programming.” : 

What results? The Population Institute’s own 
brochure says: ‘‘... a substantial reduction of 
pregnancies on ‘soap opera’ TV has already been 
noted. And the producer of ‘Maude,’ a highly 
rated program, has made it clear that the at- 
tention his scripts have given to abortion and 
vasectomy originated in his attendance at the 
first of the conferences.” 


IN AN ARTICLE IN the New York Times 
Sunday edition of December 10, 1972, Norman 


Lear, producer of Maude, admits to writers | 


coming forward with “‘late-life pregnancy 
ideas.” The story also added: ‘“‘Writers were 
probably prodded to look into areas of vasec- 
tomy and abortion by a $5,000 prize offered by 
the Population Institute for the best 30-minute 
script on population control .. .”’ 

Further evidence of the success of the 
Population Institute’s operations comes from the 
newsletter of a Boston-based foundation active in 
the population field, called the Pathfinder Fund. 

Its newletter for January, 1973 stated: ‘‘The 
inclusion of these unusual topics (abortion and 
vasectomy) was the direct result of a program of 
the Population Institute to make the TV industry 
aware of the ways in which its programming 
may affect people’s attitudes ... What better 
way to dramatize and gain acceptance for 
vasectomy and abortion than to have them used 
on a TV show which goes at prime time into 
nearly 20 million homes ... The Population 
Institute is to be congratulated.” 


WHEN THERE WERE protests about the 
reruns of the Maude episodes in August an ad ran 
in the Los Angeles Times, August 21, across four- 
columns deploring the U. S. Catholic Con- 
ference’s protests. It was identified as having 
been paid for by the Population Institude of New 
York. 

What other activities does the Institute and its 
Communications Center promote? Their 
brochure is proud of the fact that they “‘helped 
put Senator Joseph Tydings on the Today TV 
show, Dr. Paul Ehrlich on the David Frost show, 
Dr. Norman Borlaug on the Dick Cavett show

MASSACRE IN ROME — 
A film which has provoked 
more than its fair share of 
controversy, especially 
among Catholics. 

The problem for many 
Catholics will be the film’s 
treatment of Pope Pius XII’s 
alleged action (or inaction) 
in the face of a Nazi 
massacre of 335 Italian 
civilians during World War 
II. Historians, with access to 
Vatican archives have 
condemned the film as 
historically inaccurate. But 
this remains a troubling film 
which introduces issues of 
moral responsibility that 
deserve a mature viewer’s 
thoughtful consideration. 

The movie concerns itself 
only with the tragedy of the 
massacre itself. But unlike 
the ordinary war film, this 
one consistently digs into the 
moral issues. 

The series of events which 
set the massacre into motion 
began when Italian parisans 
attacked a column of SS 
police troops and killed 33. 
Within 24 hours, 335 Italians 
were dead, executed in 
reprisal on the direct orders 
of Hitler.

The German response to 
this attack was a classic 
example of institutional 
bureaucracy which, once 
started, almost runs itself. 

From the moment that 
Hitler gave the order for the 
reprisal in a 10 to one ratio, 
the Germans in command in 
Rome tried to find ways to 
lessen the number or extend 
the time limit beyond 24 
hours. 

They knew Rome would be 
free within weeks and 
wished to keep their hands as 
clean as possible. The point 
is that the tragedy could 
have been avoided if enough 
people had refused to carry 
out the orders. But the 
military simply passed on 
the orders, without taking 
any responsibility for them. 

At that time, the Vatican 
concern was to insure the 
orderly and non-destructive 
transition of power from 
German to Allied forces. 
Vatican policy was to avert 
all partisan activity which 
might provoke the Germans 
into turning the city into a 
battleground.
